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REMARKS 

Applicants appreciate and thank the Examiner for the courtesies extended to 
Applicants' representatives during the October 28, 2010 telephone interview and November 9, 
2010 personal interview with the Examiner. The substance of the interview is set forth below 
and constitutes a record of the interview. 

By this Supplemental Amendment, claims 51-52 and 55-56 are canceled without 
prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter contained therein and new claims 58-59 are 
added. No new matter has been added. For example, support for claims 58-59 are found in page 
2, lines 16-18; page 5, lines 4-22; page 17, line 27 - page 18, line 19; and Table 10. Claims 1-40 
were previously canceled. Accordingly, claims 53-54 and 57-59 are pending. Reexamination 
and reconsideration are respectfully requested. 

Independent claims 58 and 59 recite features discussed during the interviews. 

Applicants respectfully submit that none of the cited references disclose or suggest 
all the features of claims 58 and 59. Therefore, claims 58 and 59 recite patentable subject matter. 
Claims 53-54 and 57 are patentable at least by virtue of their dependency from respective claims 
58 and 59.
